¢ Always keep your firearm pointed in a safe direction, 
including when you are installing or removing your 
locking device.

To Install the Factory-Supplied Locking Device: 


1. Remove the magazine from your pistol. 


2. Open the action completely, and verify that the firearm is completely 
unloaded and contains no cartridges or cartridge cases! 


To keep the action open during installation of the locking device, hold the 
pistol firmly and grasp the slide. Retract the slide to its rearmost position 
briskly to extract and eject any chambered cartridge. Always double check, 
visually and physically, the chamber, breech-face, and the interior of the 
frame are clear of any live rounds. When the slide is fully retracted, push 
upward on the slide stop, then allow the slide to move forward until it comes 
to rest with the rear projection of the slide stop resting in the notch on the 
lower left side of the slide. 


Insert the cable directly in to your pistol as shown in Figure 1. 


To lock: With the key turned to the farthest clockwise position, insert the 
loose end of the cable into the lock. Turn the key counterclockwise and 
remove it from the lock. 


Once the lock is securely closed, pull firmly on the lock to test the 
connection and be sure it is locked. Do not leave or store your firearm with 
the key in the lock! Store your locked, unloaded firearm and the key in 
secure, separate locations, away from ammunition, children, and 
unauthorized adults.

GENERAL INFORMATION 
AND MECHANICAL CHARACTERISTICS 


The RUGER® SECURITY-380¢ pistol is a lightweight, compact, Secure 
Action, magazine-fed, recoil-operated pistol chambered for the .380 AUTO 
cartridge. The SEGURITY-3808 pistol incorporates a “link-less” barrel, an 
alloy steel slide, and a glass fiber reinforced nylon grip frame with an aluminum 
frame insert. The following are features with which SEGURITY-380¢ pistol 
users should be thoroughly familiar: 


Action: The strong locked breech action of the RUGER® SECURITY-380° 
pistol utilizes a tilting barrel design in which the barrel and slide are locked 
together at the moment of firing. After firing, the barrel and slide recoil to the 
rear a short distance while securely locked together. After this initial movement, 
the barrel is cammed downward from its locked position, permitting full recoil of 
the slide and the extraction and ejection of the spent cartridge case. Upon return 
of the slide to its forward position by the recoil spring, the barrel is cammed back 
upward into its locked position in the slide. 


The user of this or any autoloading pistol must always remember that when fired, 
it automatically reloads and recocks itself, so that simply pulling the trigger will 
fire the pistol again. Therefore, an autoloading pistol user must be particularly 
conscious to always keep the pistol pointed in a safe direction. 
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Slide Stop/Release: The user can actuate the slide stop mechanism to hold the 
slide open at any time by retracting the slide and pushing the slide stop up. When 
the last shot has been fired and the magazine is empty, the slide stop 
automatically holds the slide open. 


With the magazine removed or a loaded magazine inserted, the slide can be 
released to go forward by pulling rearward slightly on the slide, or by pressing 
down on the slide stop / release. When the slide is released, it will move forward 
under pressure from the recoil spring. If a loaded or partially loaded magazine is 
present, this will chamber a round of ammunition. 


The slide stop is held in place by a spring. Therefore, when there is a loaded 
magazine in place and the pistol is jarred, the slide can fly forward and chamber a 
cartridge. For this reason and as an essential safety practice, the user should 
always be careful to keep fingers away from the trigger, and always keep the pistol 
pointed in a safe direction. 


Magazines: Use only GENUINE RUGER® FACTORY magazines designated for your 
firearm. The use of incorrect magazines in any pistol will result in malfunctions. 


DAMAGED, NON-STANDARD, OR IMPROPERLY 
ASSEMBLED MAGAZINES SHOULD NOT BE USED. 


THEY CAN CAUSE THE PISTOL TO MALFUNCTION. 


DRY FIRING 


Going through the actions of cocking, aiming and pulling the trigger on an 
unloaded firearm is known as “dry firing.” It can be useful to learn the “feel” of 
your pistol. Practice this important aspect of safe firearm handling with an 
unloaded pistol until you can perform each of the steps described below with skill 
and confidence. Be certain that the pistol is completely unloaded (both the 
chamber and magazine are empty) and that the pistol is pointing in a safe direction 
even when you are practicing dry firing. The RUGER® SECURITY-380° 
pistol can be dry-fired in moderation without damage to the firing pin or other 
components. NOTE: A snap cap should be used for extensive dry-fire practice. 


NOTE: When dry firing the RUGER® SECURITY-380¢ pistol, the trigger 
will not automatically move forward to reset. The slide must be fully retracted to 
reset the internal hammer, and then the slide must be allowed to move fully 
forward to reset the trigger. Retracting the slide all the way with an empty 
magazine inserted will lock the slide open. 
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AMMUNITION 


The RUGER® SECURITY-380¢ pistols are chambered for the 380 AUTO 
cartridge. Do not attempt to load any other cartridges into the magazine or 
chamber of the pistol. 


The RUGER® SECURITY-380¢ pistol is compatible with standard factory 
ammunition loaded to U.S. Industry Standards, including hollow-point loads 
loaded in brass or aluminum cases. No 380 AUTO ammunition manufactured in 
accordance with NATO, U.S., SAAMI, or CIP standards is known to be beyond the 
design limits or known not to function in this pistol. 


Note on the SEGURITY-380¢ pistol: Do not use “+P” ammunition.

OPERATION OF MANUAL SAFETY 


The SEGURITY-380¢ pistol is equipped with a manual safety lever. 


To engage the manual safety, point the pistol in a safe direction. Move the safety 
lever upward fully to the “safe” position. NOTE: The slide must be fully forward 
and the internal hammer fully cocked before the safety can be moved upwards. 
When the safety is moved fully upward to the “safe” position, the red oval on the 
left side of the frame insert will be fully covered by the safety lever and a letter 
“S” will be visible. If any red is showing, the safety is not in the “safe” position. 
Do not attempt to engage the safety while pulling the trigger. 


The safety mechanism provides that the trigger cannot be pulled unless the safety 
is disengaged. The manual safety lever locks the slide shut, ensuring that the 
pistol will be ready to fire when the safety is disengaged. To disengage the 
manual safety, point the pistol in a safe direction and push the safety lever fully 
downward. The red oval signifies that the safety is disengaged and the pistol is 
ready to fire if the internal hammer is fully cocked. 


The safety should be in its “safe” position at all times except when the user is 
deliberately positioned to fire at a selected target. When the safety is in the “fire” 
position (safety lever down) the red oval is exposed just above the safety lever. See 
Figures 2 and 3, below, which illustrate the two positions of the safety.

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A WARNING - MANUAL SAFETY 


Placing the safety in an intermediate position 
between “safe” and “fire” can result in the 
user thinking the pistol is in a safe or fire 
position when it is not. Pulling the trigger 
with the safety in an intermediate position 
may cause the pistol to fire. Therefore, always 
move the safety fully to its intended position 
and then check to be sure it is where you 
want it to be. Unless the red oval is fully 
covered by the safety lever, the safety is not 
“ON.” Unless the red oval is fully visible, the 
pistol is not absolutely ready to fire. 


NEVER PUT SAFETY 1/2 ON 


TO LOAD AND FIRE (WITH MAGAZINE) 


Before you do anything with the pistol, first read completely through this 
manual. Do not load the pistol until you are ready to use it, and unload it 
immediately when you have completed shooting. (See “Unloading Warning” on 
page 18.) 


1. Be certain the muzzle is pointed in a safe direction. (See “The Basic Rules of 
Safe Firearms Handling,” page 35.) 
2. Press the magazine latch and remove the magazine from the frame. 


NOTE: The magazine is designed to fall free of the frame of its own weight 
when unloaded when the pistol is held in the normal firing position. To 
prevent damage to the magazine, you should not let it drop to the ground 
unless rapid reloading is absolutely necessary. 


3. Load cartridges into the magazine from the top. 


4. Insert the magazine into the frame, taking care that the magazine is locked 
in place by the magazine latch. Slamming the magazine into the frame 
forcibly is not necessary. 
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5. Hold the pistol firmly in the shooting hand but do not touch the trigger. 
Keep the pistol pointed in a safe direction. Push the manual safety down to 
the “fire’ position. With the other hand grasp the top of the slide and pull the 
slide to the rear as far as it will go (see Figure 4, below). Use care to not place 
any part of your hand in front of the muzzle or in close contact with the slide 
as it moves forward (see “Slide Retraction Warning,” p. 19). When released, 
the slide will fly forward to strip the top cartridge from the magazine and 
chamber it. The hammer is automatically cocked by the motion of the slide. 


WARNING: The pistol is ready for instant use when the trigger is pulled once 
the slide moves fully forward. Be careful!

6. If the pistol is not to be used immediately, it should be placed on “Safe.” 


7. The pistol is ready for instant use. The first shot can be fired by pulling the 
trigger all the way to the rear, which releases the hammer and then fires the 
pistol. After a shot is fired, the movement of the slide will chamber the next 
cartridge and partially re-cock the hammer. The trigger must be allowed to 
move forward in order to reset for the next pull. Subsequent shots are fired in 
the same way by pulling then releasing the trigger until the magazine is 
empty. 


8. Immediately following the firing of a shot, if a subsequent shot is not to be 
fired at once, place the pistol on safe and keep it pointed in a safe direction or 
see p. 18 for unloading instructions. 
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A WARNING - FIRING 


The slide automatically opens and shuts 
quickly while firing. Keep face and hands 
away from rear. Hot brass is ejected 
quickly and can burn you. Always wear 
shooting glasses and hearing protection.

Never depend on any mechanical device to justify 
careless handling or permitting the pistol to point in 
an unsafe direction. The shooter should always be 
alert to the possibility of accidental discharge. Any 
firearm may fire if dropped or struck. The only 
absolutely safe pistol is one in which the slide is 
open, the chamber is empty, and there is no 
magazine. If you choose to carry any pistol with a 
cartridge in the chamber, it should be secured in a 
properly fitting holster that completely covers the 
trigger guard. Safely holstering and drawing requires 
particular attention to firearms safety: Keep your 
fingers out of the trigger guard until the sights are 
on target; always keep the muzzle pointed in a safe 
direction and never place any part of your body in 
front of the muzzle. This should be practiced with an 
unloaded firearm until you develop the skills and 
confidence to do it consistently and reliably. 


ANY FIREARM

TO LOAD AND FIRE (WITHOUT MAGAZINE) 


In the event that the magazine is missing or for training purposes (where it is 
desirable that only one cartridge be loaded and fired at a time for safety), the 
pistol can be fired with the magazine removed. To do so, keep the pistol pointed 
in a safe direction, grasp the slide, and retract it fully to the rear. Next, push the 
slide stop upward to lock the slide to the rear. Insert a single cartridge directly 
and fully into the chamber. Taking care to keep the pistol pointed in a safe 
direction and your finger outside the trigger guard, retract the slide slightly and 
release it. This will cause the slide to move vigorously forward into the firing 
position. WARNING: The pistol is ready to fire once the slide moves forward. 
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TO UNLOAD 


WARNING: This sequence must be followed exactly as outlined. Failure to do so 
can result in the chamber being unintentionally loaded with a live cartridge! 


1. The muzzle of the pistol must be pointing in a safe direction at all times, and 
fingers should be outside of the trigger guard. 


2. Remove the magazine from the frame by pressing the magazine latch. 
REMEMBER that even though the magazine has been removed, a live round 
remaining in the chamber can still be fired (see “Unloading Warning,” p. 19). 


3. Hold the pistol firmly and grasp the slide. Retract the slide to its rearmost 
position briskly to extract and eject any chambered cartridge. Always double 
check, visually and physically, the chamber, breech-face, and the interior of 
the frame are clear of any live rounds. When the slide is fully retracted, push 
upward on the slide stop, then allow the slide to move forward until it comes 
to rest with the rear projection of the slide stop resting in the notch on the 
lower left side of the slide. 


CORRECT UNLOADING SEQUENCE 


4. To close the slide, again check to be sure the chamber and breech-face are 
empty. Pull the slide to its rearmost postion and release it. The slide will snap 
forward. Keep fingers out of ejection port on top of slide! 


5. If the magazine contains cartridges, they can be removed by sliding each 
cartridge forward and out of magazine, one at a time, until the magazine is 
empty. 


6. Push the empty (unloaded) magazine into the frame until the magazine latch 
locks it in place.

So that the pistol can be used as a single loader, it 
will fire whether or not a magazine is in the gun if 
a cartridge is chambered. Removing the magazine 
does not unload the pistol! To unload, first remove 
the magazine, then pull the slide to the rear, eject 
the chambered cartridge, and visually inspect the 
chamber to be sure it is empty. Always point the 
pistol in a safe direction when loading or unloading.

The slide should always be pulled 

rearward (“retracted”) by pulling the 

rear portion of the slide. Always keep fingers 
away from trigger!

TO EXTRACT AND 
EJECT A CHAMBERED CARTRIDGE 


When the pistol is fired, the same gas pressure that drives the bullet forward also 
acts through the cartridge case to push the slide to the rear. The action causes 
extraction and ejection of the fired cartridge case. If the shooter wishes to eject a 
chambered cartridge manually, follow the procedure “To Unload,” p. 18. When the 
slide is operated by hand, there can be a failure to extract the cartridge from the 
chamber, or a failure to eject the cartridge clear of the pistol. These failures usually 
are the result of the slide not being pulled rearward vigorously. From the foregoing, 
it is clear that the gun user must: 


1. Always visually check the chamber and the breech-face after opening the slide to 
eject a chambered cartridge. If the slide is not vigorously retracted when being 
operated by hand, the extracted cartridge can be “ejected” into the magazine well 
of the frame or remain held to the breech-face by the extractor. 
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2. Thoroughly clean the chamber and the extractor as often as necessary. 


If an empty magazine is in the pistol when the slide is being hand retracted to 
extract a cartridge, the cartridge may drop on top of the magazine or remain 
held to the breech-face by the extractor. Then, when the slide goes forward, the 
cartridge will be chambered again! Remember — always remove the magazine 
before clearing the chamber, and visually ensure that no cartridges remain in the 
firearm. 


TO CLEAR A MALFUNCTION 
(“JAM” or “MISFIRE”) 


1. Be certain the muzzle is continually pointed in a safe direction and keep 
fingers out of the trigger guard. 


2. If the misfire is the result of a cartridge not firing or unusual report (either 
louder or quieter than normal), keep the pistol pointed in a safe direction for 
30 seconds prior to ejecting the chambered round or retracting the slide. 


3. If possible, remove the magazine. It may be necessary to manually remove a 
jammed cartridge that has only been partially stripped from the magazine. If 
so, use extreme care. Lock the slide open with the slide stop before 
attempting to clear the jam. Drawing the slide fully to the rear may bring the 
jammed cartridge along. Keep your face away from the ejection port during 
this operation. When attempting to clear a jam, use only wood “tools” so that 
the cartridge will not be damaged or the primer ignited. A 3/16” wooden 
dowel with a point on one end is useful. 


4, Visually check to make sure that all cartridges have been removed from the 
pistol. Safely dispose of any cartridges involved in a malfunction incident. Do 
not use damaged ammunition in any firearm. 


5. Using a cleaning rod, inspect the bore and chamber to ensure that they are 
not obstructed. Failure to detect and correctly remove a bore obstruction 
can result in serious injury! 


AX WARNING - MALFUNCTIONS 


Any autoloading pistol may occasionally malfunction. If a 

cartridge hangs up, jams, or binds when being chambered, 
do not attempt to force it into the chamber by pushing or 
striking the slide. Carefully remove it. 


Most failures of a cartridge to feed or to chamber 
properly are caused by a damaged magazine, incorrect 
firearm handling, insufficient lubrication, or improper 
ammunition. 


Whatever the cause, the user of the pistol must, 

above all, recognize that any cartridge jam can result in a 
potentially very dangerous situation of a cartridge 
discharging before it is properly chambered. If this 
happens, the cartridge case may rupture and its fragments 
fly out of the ejection port of the pistol with sufficient force 
to cause serious injury. Always wear shooting glasses! 


HITTING PRIMER 
CAN BURST CARTRIDGE 


TO MINIMIZE MALFUNCTIONS 
(“JAMS” or “MISFIRES”) 


1. If it appears that the jam was caused by the type of ammunition being used, 
try another brand, type, or lot number. Remember — use only factory 
ammunition of the correct caliber. 


2. If changing ammunition does not at once eliminate malfunctions, then the 
following steps should be taken: 


a. Thoroughly clean the pistol, paying particular attention to the removal of 
accumulated grease and dirt. Use a bristle brush and solvent to remove 
grease and fouling from the breech-face, extractor, chamber, and feed 
ramp area immediately behind the chamber. 


b. Check to be sure that the magazine spring firmly returns the magazine 
follower to the top of the magazine. 


c. Check the magazine lips to be certain that they are free of nicks and burrs 
and that they are not deformed or cracked. 


d. Remove excess oil and solvent from all cleaned components, load the 
Magazine, and using a firm two-handed grip, try the pistol again. Make 
sure you are following the correct loading and firing sequence as 
described in this manual. 

e. If none of the above steps is effective, try a different magazine of Ruger 
manufacture. If use of a new magazine does not resolve the issue, contact 
the Ruger Customer Service Department. (See “Shipping Firearms For 
Repair” on page 31.) 

f. Alterations to the pistol or use of non-Ruger magazines and accessories 
may cause malfunctions. See “Alteration Warning” on page 11. 


DISASSEMBLY 


Be sure pistol is unloaded!

UNLOAD BEFORE DISASSEMBLY 
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INSPECTION, CLEANING AND LUBRICATION 


Make Sure Firearm Is Unloaded! 


Your new SEGURITY-380¢ pistol arrived from the factory properly 
lubricated and ready to fire. You do not need to clean the pistol before using it 
for the first time. 


BEFORE CLEANING, BE CERTAIN THE PISTOL AND ITS MAGAZINE ARE 
UNLOADED. (See “Warning — Unloading,” p. 19.) 


Periodic inspection of any firearm is important to ensuring its safe operation. It 
is important to clean and inspect your firearm after each range session or 
whenever the pistol has been exposed to sand, dust, moisture, humidity, or other 
adverse conditions. Proper maintenance increases the longevity of your firearm 
and will allow early detection of worn or broken parts. 

An on-line video demonstrating the proper cleaning procedure of the 
SECURITY-9¢ pistol can be viewed by going to Ruger.com/TechTips. The 
SECURITY-380D¢ is operated and maintained in the same manner. 


A WARNING - LUBRICATION 


Firing a pistol with oil, grease, or any other material even 
partially obstructing the bore may result in damage to the 
pistol and serious injury to the shooter and those nearby. 
Do not spray or apply lubricants directly on ammunition. If 
the powder of a cartridge is affected by the lubricant, it may 
not be ignited, but the primer firing may push the bullet 


into the bore where it may be lodged. Firing a subsequent 
bullet into the obstructed bore may damage the pistol and 
cause serious injury or death to the shooter and those 
nearby. Use lubricants properly. You are responsible for the 
proper care and maintenance of your firearms. 


IMPROPER LUBRICATION 
DESTROYS FIREARMS 


To clean and inspect the pistol, proceed as follows: 
1. Disassemble (fieldstrip) the pistol to the extent described on pages 21 - 25. 


2. Barrel: Using a cleaning rod, run a properly sized, solvent-wetted patch 
through the bore several times. Then attach a solvent-wetted bristle brush to 
a cleaning rod and run it back and forth the full length of the bore as many 
times as necessary to remove grease and dirt from the bore and chamber. 
Clean the bore with dry patches and examine. Bore fouling can contribute to 
reduced accuracy, and grease accumulation in the chamber can interfere 
with proper feeding of cartridges from the magazine. After cleaning, run a 
very lightly oiled patch through the bore. 
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3. To clean the slide, grip frame, and recoil spring, use a plastic-safe firearm 
cleaning solvent. Wet a bristle brush with solvent to remove excess lubricants 
and fouling. Pay close attention to cleaning the breech face, extractor and 
slide rails. After cleaning, remove excess solvent with a clean lint-free cloth, 
then wipe all metal surfaces with a patch or cloth that has been very lightly 
oiled as a rust preventative. 


NOTE: Only a light application of oil is needed to provide adequate 
lubrication of moving parts and to prevent rust. Excess accumulation of oil 
tends to attract particles of dust and dirt and may congeal in cold weather, 
which can interfere with the safe and reliable functioning of the pistol. 


4, Lubrication: Apply a very small amount of appropriate lubricant to reduce 
friction in key areas, including the slide rails and barrel lug. 


5. Visually inspect the firearm and its magazine to ensure no components are 
damaged, missing, loose, bent, cracked, chipped, or peened. If you observe 
excessive wear you should stop using your pistol and contact customer 
service or a trained, certified gunsmith to evaluate the condition and replace 
any worn parts it necessary. 


MAGAZINE INSPECTION AND CARE 


Make Sure Magazine Is Unloaded! 


Check the magazine frequently. The magazine follower must move freely and 
have adequate tension so that each cartridge is quickly raised to the feeding 
position. The magazine feed lips should be clean and free of cracks, dents, or 
nicks, so that cartridges are held in their proper feeding position. 


If the magazine becomes dirty, it should be disassembled and thoroughly 
cleaned. The following disassembly instructions apply: 


Snap-On Base - Use a punch to press in on the magazine spring seat where it 
protrudes into the hole in the magazine floorplate. Slide the magazine floorplate 
toward the front of the magazine, be careful to prevent the forcible ejection of 
the magazine spring seat and compressed magazine spring. Withdraw the 
magazine spring seat and magazine spring and follower from the magazine body. 
Reassemble in reverse order. 


Clean all magazine components with a brush or rag to remove residue. You may 
use a Suitable solvent. After cleaning, remove all excess solvent from the 
magazine components. A few drops of light oil applied to a lint free cloth and 
wiped on the magazine body and spring will prevent rust. It is not necessary to 
lubricate the magazine. 


WARNING: Penetrating oils and solvents inside a magazine can “kill” or weaken 
cartridge primers or powder which can result in failures to fire or other possibly 
dangerous malfunctions, such as leaving a bullet in the bore! 


After cleaning, always check to be certain that the magazine follower movement 
and tension are correct, and that no solvent or debris remain. Improper 
reassembly of the magazine can cause a failure to feed, which is a potentially 
dangerous malfunction. If cleaning does not restore proper tension, or if you 
experience a problem with the magazine, don’t use it. Get a new one. New 
magazines can be purchased at ShopRuger.com. 
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REASSEMBLY 


1. Be certain the chamber and magazine are empty. 


. With the slide held upside down, replace the barrel and push it rearward into 
its locked position. 

. Place the recoil spring assembly into position. The rear end of the guide rod 
seats against the barrel lug. NOTE: When replacing the recoil spring 
assembly, be sure the steel flange on the recoil spring assembly is oriented 
toward the back of the pistol. (See Figure 15.)

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CHECK YOUR PISTOL’S FUNCTION 


Periodic inspection of any firearm is important to ensuring its safe operation. It is 
important to clean and inspect your firearm after each range session or whenever the 
firearm has been exposed to sand, dust, moisture, humidity, or other adverse conditions. 
Proper maintenance increases the longevity of your firearm and will allow early 
detection of worn or broken parts. 


Prior to each use, visually inspect the firearm to ensure no components are damaged, 
missing, loose, bent, cracked, chipped, or peened. If you observe excessive wear, you 
should stop using your pistol and contact customer service or a trained, certified 
gunsmith to evaluate its condition and replace any worn parts, if necessary. 


After any disassembly and reassembly, it is important to verify that the action is working 
correctly before any live firing is attempted. 


FIRST, BE SURE THERE IS NO AMMUNITION IN THE CHAMBER OR THE MAGAZINE 
AND KEEP THE PISTOL POINTED IN A SAFE DIRECTION! 


a. CHECK THE FUNCTION OF THE SLIDE: With the magazine out of the gun, the slide 
forward, and the manual safety in the “FIRE” position, pull the slide to the rear 
and release it. Perform this step twice. 


e The slide should move freely all the way to the rear and close 
completely under force of the recoil spring. 


e Insert an EMPTY magazine into the pistol and pull the slide to the rear. 
Release the slide. The slide should be held open by the slide stop. 


e Remove the magazine. The slide should remain open. 


e Pull the slide fully to the rear and release it. The slide should move freely 
forward to its closed position. 


b. CHECK THE FUNCTION OF THE TRIGGER: With the magazine removed from the pistol, 
cycle the slide open and closed to ensure the hammer is cocked. The end of the 
hammer is visible through the opening at the rear of the slide when cocked. 


¢ Move the manual safety to “SAFE” and attempt to pull the trigger. The 
trigger should move rearward slightly and stop. The hammer should not fall. 


e Move the manual safety to “FIRE” and pull the trigger. The hammer should 
fall. 


e — Attempt to move the manual safety to “SAFE.” The manual safety lever 
should NOT move to “SAFE” with the hammer in the fired position. 


e With the manual safety in the “FIRE” position, keep the pistol pointed in a 
safe direction, pull the trigger, and hold it to the rear. Keeping the trigger 
pulled to the rear, cycle the slide to reset the hammer. Slowly release the 
trigger. The trigger should move forward and you will hear/feel the trigger 
reset. The hammer should not fall. 


¢ Move the manual safety to the “SAFE” position and attempt to pull the 
trigger. The trigger should move rearwards and stop. The hammer should 
not fall. 


If any of the above function checks fail or if you are uncertain, please consult a 
competent gunsmith or contact Ruger Customer Service at 336-949-5200 for further 
firearm inspection before using the firearm. 
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REAR SIGHT ADJUSTMENT

The Federal Gun Control Act, as well as the laws of most states and localities, do 
not prohibit an individual (who is not otherwise barred from purchasing or 
possessing a firearm) from shipping a firearm directly to the manufacturer for 
repair.

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THE BASIC RULES OF SAFE FIREARMS HANDLING 


We believe that Americans have a right to purchase and use firearms for lawful 
purposes. The private ownership of firearms in America is traditional, but that 
ownership imposes the responsibility on the gun owner to use his firearms in a 
way which will ensure his own safety and that of others. When firearms are used 
in a safe and responsible manner, they are a great source of pleasure and 
satisfaction, and represent a fundamental part of our personal liberty. 


Firearms do not cause accidents! Firearms accidents are almost always found to 
have been the result of carelessness or ignorance on the part of the shooter of 
the basic rules of safe gun handling. 


The following rules must be observed by gun users at all times. Safe gun 
handling is not just desirable, it is absolutely essential to your safety, the safety 
of others, and the continuation of gun ownership and sport shooting as we know 
it today. 


1. LEARN THE MECHANICAL AND HANDLING 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE FIREARM YOU ARE USING. 


Not all firearms are the same. The 
method of carrying and handling 
firearms varies in accordance with the 
mechanical provisions for avoiding 
accidental discharge and the various 
proper procedures for loading and 
unloading. No person should handle 
any firearm without first having 

THE thoroughly familiarized himself with 
MANUAL -CAREARM. the particular type of firearms he is 
Use using, and with safe gun handling in 
general. 


2. ALWAYS KEEP THE 
MUZZLE POINTED INA 
SAFE DIRECTION. 


Be sure of the bullet stop behind your 
target, even when dry-firing. Never let 
the muzzle of a firearm point at any 
part of your body or at another person. 
This is particularly important when 
loading or unloading a firearm. In the 
event of an accidental discharge, no 
injury can occur as long as the muzzle 
is pointing in safe direction. A safe 
direction means a direction that will 
not permit a discharged bullet to 
strike a person, or to strike an object 
from which the bullet may ricochet. 
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A safe direction must take into account the fact that a bullet may penetrate a 
wall, ceiling, floor, window, etc., and strike a person or damage property. Make 
it a habit to know exactly where the muzzle of your gun is pointing whenever 
you handle it, and be sure that you are always in control of the direction in 
which the muzzle is pointing, even if you fall or stumble. Keep your finger off 


the trigger until you are ready to shoot. 


3. FIREARMS SHOULD BE UNLOADED WHEN NOT IN USE. 


Firearms should be loaded only when 
you are in the field or on the target 
range or shooting area, ready to shoot. 
Firearms and ammunition should be 
securely locked in safes, racks or 
cabinets, or by using the locking 
device supplied with the firearm when 
not in use. Ammunition should be 
safely stored separate from firearms. 
Store your firearms out of sight of 
visitors and children. It is the gun 
owner’s responsibility to be certain 
that children and persons unfamiliar 
with firearms cannot gain access to 
firearms, ammunition, or components. 


4. BE SURE THE BARREL IS CLEAR OF OBSTRUCTIONS 


BEFORE SHOOTING. 


Even a bit of mud, snow or excess 
lubricating oil or grease in the bore 
may cause the barrel to bulge, or 
even burst on firing, and can cause 
injury to the shooter and bystanders. 
Be sure that you are using 
ammunition of the proper caliber 
and loading for the gun you are 
using. If the report or recoil on firing 
seems weak, or doesn’t seem quite 
right, CEASE FIRING IMMEDIATELY, 
unload your firearm, and check to be 
sure that no obstruction has become 
lodged in the barrel. Never try to 
shoot an obstruction out! 
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5. BE SURE OF YOUR 
TARGET BEFORE YOU 
SHOOT. 


Don’t shoot unless you know exactly 
where your bullet is going to strike. 
Be sure of the bullet stop behind 

your target, even when dry-firing with 
an unloaded gun. If you are in the 
field hunting, do not fire at a 
movement or noise. Take the time to 
be absolutely certain of your target 
before you pull the trigger. 


6. WEAR SHOOTING 
GLASSES AND HEARING 
PROTECTION WHEN YOU 
SHOOT. 


All shooters should wear protective 
shooting glasses and adequate 

hearing protection when shooting. 
Exposure to shooting noise can 
damage hearing, and wearing adequate 
eye protection when shooting is 
essential. 


7. NEVER CLIMB A TREE OR 
FENCE WITH A LOADED 
FIREARM. 


Put the firearm down carefully 
before climbing a fence, and unload 
it before climbing or descending a 
tree or jumping over a ditch or other 
obstruction. Never pull or push a 
loaded firearm toward yourself or 
another person. When in doubt, or 
whenever you are about to do any- 
thing awkward, unload your gun! 
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8. DON’T SHOOT AT A 
HARD SURFACE OR AT 
WATER. 


Bullets can glance off many surfaces 
like rocks or the surface of water and 
travel in unpredictable directions 
with considerable velocity. 


9. NEVER TRANSPORT A 
LOADED FIREARM. 


Firearms should always be unloaded 
before being moved or placed in a 
vehicle. A suitable carrying case or 
scabbard should be used to carry an 
unloaded firearm to and from the 
shooting area. 


10. AVOID ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES WHEN 
SHOOTING. 


Don’t drink until the day’s shooting 
is over. Handling firearms while 
under the influence of alcohol in any 
form, or medications that could affect 
your judgement or coordination, 
constitutes a criminal disregard for 
the safety of others.
